Ottawa, April 10.—The Alberta |

* Movement of Alberta coal to On- 
tario at a trial rate of $6.75 a ton 
ander an order-in-council passed by 
the government several years ago, 
is scheduled to begin on Sunday 
next. The test movement is to con- 
tinue for a period of three years 
daring which shipments may be 
made for at least three months of 
each year, Recently an order was 
passed by the board designating 
April 15 to July 15 as the period for 
test shipments for the first year 

Under the order-in-council, the | 
railway companies, however, were | 
omlered to supply the railway com- | 
missioners with information showing | 
the actual cost of the movement. 
The board's decision as to the nature | 
of the data to be furnished, so as to | 
enable the railway commissioners to | 
determine the actual cost at the end) 
of the trial period of three years, | 
probably will be rendered before the 
movement begins on Sunday.

FIRE HITS BLOCK IN CAL. 
GARY—ELMA BLOCK BURNS 
FIERCELY DURING NIGHT, 
STARTING ON TOP FLOOR |

Calgary, April 11—One of the 
most serious fires in the city during | 
recent years, broke out in the Elma! 
block on Eighth avenue, at about | 
2:30 Wednesday morning. The blaze | 
originated on the top floor, but soon | 
spread and within a few minutes 
the three top floors were a mass of | 
flames, | 

The fire fighters were greatly | 
handicapped by a strong northwest | 
wind, and despite the fact that near- 
ly all the equipment was out and 
several lines of hose were laid, the 
flames soon got beyond control. 

The Elma block is a large six 
storey brick building situated a 
short distance from the corner of 
first street cast. There are several | 
prominent firms occupying space in, 
the building and it is believed that | 
the building and all contents will be 
a total loss. Tremendous effort on 
the part of the fire fighters to keep 
the blaze from spreading to the) 
other buildings in the block was re- | 
quired, 

The firms occupying the building 
are: Dominion Furniture — store; 
Spence Limited, Wise’ and company 
and several business offices on the | 
upper floors. 

It is estimated that the loss would | 
very likely exceed a quarter of 
million dollars. |

| the fire started, as it was burning

The movement is the result 
of a considerable amount of thought | 
and careful planning on the part of 
a large number of leading farmers, 
Government officials, and the Gov- 
ernment of the Province of Alberta, 
and at the outset, we wish to make 
it clear that the better seed move- 
ment has our whole-hearted support, | 
because we believe in the use of good | 
seed. It is undoubtedly one of the | 
most important of all considerations 
connected with successful farming. 
| There is no question that on the 
{average farm, there is little of the)

Any wheat seed, even thoujth it may 
he of outstanding merit jn other 
respects, would not give its max 
imum return unless it was pure a 
to variety. 

(3) Free from other kinds of 
grain.

A crop of wheat, true to kind is 
very much more profitable than one 
that made up of a mixture of 
different kinds of prain and other 
varieties.

Fresh air is a necessity the year 
round, In the warm weather we live 
outside by preference and, because 
we are more comfortable that way, 
we keep the bedroom windows open. 
As a result, we secure an abundance 
of fresh air. During the cold weath- 


er, most of our time is spent indoors/ 


and we may forget that in order to 
maintain our health, it is necessary 
that we have plenty of fresh air. 

One reason for the increase in the 
number of cases of communicable 
diseases, particularly of pneumonia 
during the winter months, is b: 
cause the body is starved of fresh 
air, Fresh air is air that is cool, in 
motion and not too dry or too moist. 

The best air is the air outside. 
Night air is just as good as day air. 
In the daytime, the advantage in 
being outdoors is because of the 
sunshine that is there. Indoors, we 
obtain the best air by opening the 
windows. This allows the cooler air 
in and causes it to circulate. 

In really cold weather, during the 
daytime, there is usually sufficient 
opening of doors, and movement in 


| the house, to keep the air ‘cool and |j 
in motion. This is not so at night. 
| Then the house is‘ still and the air! 
| becomes overheated and stagnant. | 
Bedroom windows should always be 
opened sufficiently to keep the air} 
of the room cool and inrirculation. | | 
How far the window needs to be) 
opened to accomplish this depends | 
upon how cold it is, and upon the | 
direction of the wind. Fresh air costs | 
nothing; there is no reason why all 
should not have their share of it
